strike  for  one  of  these. 

2 1828.  G-l.  Iridescent  light  brown  Unc.,  attractive  even  tone. 

3 1833.  G-l..  Brilliant  red  Unc.,  an  early  strike;  fine  color  but  spotty. 

4 1855.  Brilliant  Unc.,  the  red  ever  so  slightly  darkening  on  obverse. 

| 5 1857.  Unc.,  mint  red  and  light  brown. 


6 1793.  Chain,  AMERI.  Sheldon  1 ; Crosby  1-A.  Very  Fine  or  better,  chocolate  brown; 

smooth,  evenly  worn,  strongly  struck  up  on  both  sides  (unusual  for  an  AMERI), 
free  of  noticeable  defect  of  any  kind  other  than  touches  of  honest  wear  and 
very  little  of  that.  Identifiable  by  a couple  of  minute  pinpricks  following  final 
S of  STATES.  Intermediate  die  state,  showing  the  bulges  at  1 of  date  and 
above  U,  but  not  die  cracks.  About  as  fine  an  AMERI  as  one  could  hope  to 
obtain  short  of  the  impossible  five-figure  Condition  Census  level  coins.  No 
auction  records  recent  enough  to  mean  anything,  but  will  certainly  go  way  up 
in  four  figures.

One  of  Two  Finest  Collectible  S-14  Liberty  Caps 

7 1793.  S-14:  C.  13-L.  Liberty  Cap,  Bisecting  Break.  Better  than  VF.  Were  this  any 

other  large  cent  in  the  book,  it  would  still  be  graded  above  VF-20;  since  it  is 
a Liberty  Cap  1793,  most  dealers  on  buying  it  would  promptly  grade  it  EF  and 
offer  it  in  five  figures  with  collectors  phoning  in  orders.  Its  sharpness  exceeds 
that  of  the  20-coin  of  obverse  14  pictured  at  the  bottom  of  Sheldon’s  Plate  3; 
its  surfaces  suggest  30  grade,  but  it  has  a few  rim  nicks  and  dents  principally 
on  reverse  on  the  wide  border  outside  the  beading.  Truly  exceptional;  third 
finest  known,  nosing  out  at  least  a couple  of  others  graded  as  20’s,  and  giving 
the  Miller-Hines-Shcldon  25-coin  strong  competition.  Therefore,  one  of  two 
finest  in  collectors’  hands,  and  not  impossibly  second  finest  of  all.  No  color 
photograph  would  do  this  one  justice;  it  has  deep  naturally  streaky  reddish 
brown  with  some  blue  iridescence,  characteristic  of  1793  Liberty  Caps  and  the 
first  few  varieties  of  1794.  This  is  one  Helfenstein  would  have  been  proud  to 
display  had  it  been  available  to  him.  Easily  the  oustanding  cent  in  this  collec- 
tion, and  the  outstanding  Liberty  Cap  offered  in  the  last  twelve  years,  and 
the  finest  13-L  to  be  publicly  auctioned  since  1917.  It  must  be  seen  to  be 
believed.  Better  make  your  plane  reservations  early!  PLATE 

8 1794.  Sheldon  44;  Hays  33.  Crack  through  left  edge  of  cap  of  lowest  lock,  and 

through  17  to  rim;  crack  from  rim  to  N in  ONE  passing  between  last  S and  OF. 
Just  short  of  EF  and  cleaned  to  artificial  redness.  It  is  beginning  to  tone  down 
and  in  a few  years  will  look  almost  natural.  Small  rim  bruise  over  B. 

9 1794.  S-67 ; Hays  54.  Identifiable  at  once  by  incused  end  of  a leaf  projecting  from 

forelock.  Obv.  is  Fine  or  better  ,rcv.  not  as  sharp  and  unevenly  struck  so  that 
ONE  CENT  is  very  weak. 

10  1794.  S— 70 ; II  51.  Break  between  TV  through  temple  and  cheek.  This  is  just  about 

EF  with  beautiful  naturally  streaky  gloss,  and  very  sharp  indeed;  study  of  the 
Sheldon  plate  will  show  clearly  that  the  appearance  of  low  relief  is  in  the 
die,  not  a result  of  wear.  Faint  shallow  group  of  nicks  shaped  like  a small  FI 
on  neck,  otherwise  flawless.  Barely  short  of  Condition  Census  level. 

11  180(1.  S 197.  “(J"  variety.  Close  to  EF  in  sharpness,  but  this  has  been  carefully 

gone  over  in  fields  to  remove  corrosion,  and  recolored  a dark  brown.

15  1826.  X-4.  State  II,  with  the  recutting  and  defect  no  longer  visible.  Light  brown 

choice  Uitc.,  silvery  iridescence  obviously  faded  from  mint  color.  Excellent 
surfaces.

Unc. ; of  gem 
quality  save  for  a minute  place  on  obv.  where  someone  removed  a carbon  spot.

weakness  on  head.  Marked  “VF-30”,  but  20  would  be  nearer  the  truth.  Mostly 
clean  surfaces,  sharp  rev.,  small  rim  dent.

21  1839.  N-8.  Plead  of  1840.  Regular  reverse.  Would  grade  MS  65  but  for  a scratch

22  1839.  N-13,  state  II.  Pale  golden-red  Unc.,  softly  struck  at  borders,  with  some 

minute  edge  nicks.

23  1840.  N-8.  Large  date,  840  not  touching;  perfect  1,  round  hole  in  ear,  dot  in  its 

center.

Within  the  past  century  only  five  comparable  collections  of  dimes  have 
ever  been  offered  at  auction:  Parmalee  (1890),  F.  C.  C.  Boyd  (1945),  Atwater 
(1946),  W.  W.  Neil  (1947),  Elliot  Landau  (1958),  the  last-named  being  the 
smallest  but  the  only  one  of  the  group  which  could  have  come  near  match- 
ing the  present  offering  for  sheer  excellence  of  grade.  There  are  coins  here 
which  are  in  our  experience  absolutely  unequalled  and  in  some  instances 
unapproached,  most  notably  the  1797  with  13  stars,  the  1801,  and  the  1860  O, 
as  well  as  some  of  the  early  S mint  coins  which  until  now  have  been  un- 
known in  strictly  mint  state.  If  ever  a collection  of  dimes  could  be  compared 
to  Helfenstein’s  large  cents  in  quality,  this  is  that  collection.  It  is  a oppor- 
tunity unlikly  to  be  repeated  for  another  few  generations.

A type  coin,  entirely 
different  in  appearance  from  the  regularly  seen  Large  10  C.  with  coarse  border 
beads  as  sold  in,  for  instance,  the  Landau  auction.  There  are  really  four  sizes 
of  10  C.,  not  three,  for  this  date ; this  Extra  Large,  the  regular  Large,  the 
medium  (which  follows),  and  the  small,  with  round  0 in  10  C.  Of  these  all  but 
the  first  are  readily  obtained  in  any  grade ; the  present  coin  is  of  absolutely 
unheard-of  grade  and  should  bring  a sizable  three-figure  price.

border.  About  Unc.,  much  mint  frost.  Nearly  full  head. 
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134  18410.  B-3.  Small  round  o.  About  Unc.  or  better;  rather  flat  strike  as  usual. 

Very  unusual  condition  for  this  niintniark. 

135  1842.  B-3.  The  die  with  spurs  at  pole  arm.  Frosty,  choice  Unc.,  and  very  rarely 

seen  so.  Full  head;  premium  coin. 

136  1842  O.  Small  round  o.  B-3.  Thin  letters,  shattered  rev.  die.  Gem  Unc.,  frosty, 

very  lightly  toned ; needle  sharp  strike,  with  full  head.  A truly  extraordinary 

example,  unequalled  to  our  knowledge. 

137  1843.  B-4.  Double  punched  date,  first  punched  too  high  and  too  lightly,  then 

corrected;  all  four  digits  show  the  doubling.  Now  Ex.  Fine;  apparently  was 

AU  or  better  before  cleaning  and  retoning.

169  1860.  Legend  on  obv.  Rev.  Newlin's  wreath  of  cereals ; thin  letters.  Brilliant  Proof,

Dunham  370  was  called  “EF”;  WGC  700  was  “about  EF”  and 
seems  to  have  reappeared  in  New  Netherlands  40th  sale  ; three  other  coins  with 
claims  to  VF  grade  are  reported,  and  that  is  all.  Most  others  are  in  Poor  to 
VG  on  wretched  rough  planchets,  usually  nicked  and  dented.  Compared  to  this 
coin,  an  1822  or  even  a 1796  is  common  in  this  grade.  If  any  dime  in  this  sale 
is  worth  a four  figure  price,  this  is  it. 

171  1861.  Brilliant  Proof;  one  of  1000  made,  April  15.  Slightly  heavier  rev.  letters  than 

in  1860.  First  dies,  without  the  rust  pit  on  I of  UNITED.  Slightly  finer  quality 
than  the  1860. 

172  1861  S.  Extremely  Fine,  well  toned.  Very  important  and  of  the  highest  rarity  in 

this  grade;  only  two  mint  state  ones  reported  and  all  others  seen  are  well  worn. 

173  1862.  Bright,  undoubtedly  cleaned  Proof.  Cue  of  only  550  struck,  Jan.  27,  1862; 

minimal  evidence  of  contact  with  other  coins. 

174  1862  S.  B-l.  Normal  strong  mintmark  (other  varieties  have  the  S weak).  For  the 

coin,  better  than  VF,  not  well  struck  up  on  head,  but  a full  head  coin  for  any 
date  of  Liberty  Seated  dime  after  1840  is  a rarity.  Almost  unobtainable  finer 
than  this. 

175  1863.  Brilliant  Proof,  some  touches  of  irregular  tone  near  borders.  One  of  the 

nicer  looking  ones  of  the  date  ; one  of  only  460  minted,  making  this  the  rarest 
proof  date  of  the  design. 

176  1863  S.  B-l.  Filled  mintmark;  doubling  on  ribbon  ends.  Frosty,  gem  Unc.,  lightly'’ 

toned;  nearly  full  head;  unheard-of  condition  for  this  date  and  mintmark.  We 
know  only  two  others  that  would  equal  it.  This  is  one  of  the  most  undervalued 
of  all  dimes  in  mint  state,  and  it  is  further  a premium  coin  from  its  excep- 
tionally sharp  striking.

177  1864.  Brilliant  Proof,  touches  of  faint  peripheral  tone.  Recently  publicized  as  a 

rarity,  only  11,000  regulars  plus  470  proofs  being  minted,  and  not  enough  are 
around  for  the  would-be  hoarders. 

178  1864  S.  B-l.  Double  cut  S.  Lightly  and  irregularly  toned  frosty  Unc.,  just  about  of 

gem  quality.  Head  over  half  up;  part  of  wreath  not  up.  This  may  edge  out  the 
Holmes  and  ANA  1954  Convention  coins  as  finest  known;  besides  those,  only 
two  others  are  reported  with  any  claim  to  mint  state,  and  both  of  them  were 
cleaned  to  death.  This  one  is  pristine.

right  of  shield,  above  space  between  18.  Lightly  toned  Proof.  This  die  found 
only  on  proofs  and  not  all  of  those.

These  shields  were  sold  to  banks  for  comparison 
and  counterfeit  detection  purposes.  Unsold  shields  deteriorated  rapidly  in  Gov- 
ernment warehouses,  many  of  the  notes  becoming  badly  stained ; the  re- 
mainders were  clipped  or  soaked  off  the  shields  and  sold  to  collectors  in  later 
years.  Most  of  the  narrow  margin  specimen  notes  offered  today  are  from 
these  shields.  *See  Matt  Rotherts’  “A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Fractional 
currency”,  (page  72).
